Fighting Flares 


On New Sector 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—(4)—The 
African second front fighting 


spread over almost all Tunisia to- 
day and blazed fiercest on a new 
sector in the south of the French 
protectorate, where Allied para- 
chutists broke up an Axis mechan- 
ilzed column and supporting fight- 
er planes shot up an Axis troop 
train. 

The first disclosures of Axis dis- 
positions in force in south Tunisia 
—the presence of armored column 
and the use of a troop train— 
came almost simultaneously with 
a Vichy radio report that the Axis 
had landed large troops forma- 
tions on the Tunisian east coast- 
line at Sfax and Gabes, far be- 
low Bizerte and Tunis. 

Previous operations in the south 
had been reported as mere skir- 
mishes between infiltrating Ger- 
mans and French outposts fight- 
ing on the Allied side. 

Cautious Moves. 

Cautious moves for position and 
the outbursts in the south follow- 
ed an Allied spokesman’s com- 
ment that “the fight for Tunisia 
is going to be tough and longer 
than might be expected.” 

An Allied communique §an- 
nounced that parachutists had re- 
pulsed the mechanized column op- 
erating in the south and captured 
prisoners. 

The parachutists, identified by 
an Allied African headquarters 
spokesman as American, ‘vere 
guarding an air field when they 
engaged the Axis column. 


“There is a good deal of patrol | 
activity over most of southern and | 
Tunisia,” the spokesman |

No American planes were re 
ported missing from these opera- 
tions or the continuing bombings 


of Tunis and Bizerte. 


“Local engagements” were 
fought over the greater part ef 
Tunisia, said reports from Allied 
headquarters in North Africa, and 
an American-French force fought 
off a German “advance screen” 
southwest of Tunis while the Brit- 
ish battered a similar Axis force 
along the Mediterranean coast.

Airdrome Captured. 

This bulletin added some details 
to the striking Russian successes 
above and below Stalingrad and 
inside the Don river bend, as an- 
nounced in a special communique. 
One Red unit captured a Nazi air- 
Grome so swiftly, it said, that 42 
enemy airplanes did not have time

5 Million Allocated. 

Miss Hoey told the conference 
that $5,000,000 for temporary war 
assistance was allocated last Feb- 
ruary.

These surplus beans would 
go to waste if we didn’t get them. 
And if they did, the farmers 
would lose, the government would 
lose the vegetable oils that are 
used in making munitions and the 
ground soybean meal 
lost to stock feeders.” 
The vegetable oils produced 
from soybeans, as well as cotton- 
seed and peanuts, also are used 
for household purposes, Hutchin- 
son said. He expressed belief that 
the industry will expand even 
after the war because midwestern 
farmers have found soybean grow: 
ing more profitable than oats. 
The surplus beans will be de- 
livered here by the government, 
Hutchinson explained. After the 
crushing, the oil will be sold to 
refineries and eventually back to 
the government, while the meal 
will be sold as livestock food and 
as a mixture for fertilizers.

At El Agheila

CAIRO, Nov. 24.—(AP) —The British Eighth Army hound- 


ed the 
native 


ae of the fleeing Axis desert army beyond the 
ibyan village of Agedabia today and poised for an- 


other punch to throw at El Agheila’s defenses, where the 
Germans were believed gathering all their available strength 
to hold the pursuit off Tripoli. 


(In London British military 
sources expressed the belief 
that there would be a three or 
four-day lull in the desert, 
pointing out that General Sir 
Bernard Montgomery is not 
likely to make any half-pre- 
pared lunge at the Germans 
Some time is required to bring 
up guns and supplies sufficient 
for a knockout at El Agheila, 
these sources said.) 

From El] Agheila onward there 
is a vast desert waste up to Misu- 
rata, an oasis 11 miles long and 
3% wide with a population of 
about 5,000. 

It is defended by a permanent 
garrison and has a good airport 
and fair harbor. A big salt marsh 
to the east forms a natura! defense 
position and to the west stretch 
miles of coastal dunes. But from a 
defense point of view Misurata is 
none too advantageous because the 
flank could be turned readily. 

The pursuit caught up with Mac. 
shal Erwin Rommel’s rear guard 
west of Agedabia after the British 
entry into the native village yes-

The report that all of French West Africa, 
including ti - naval base at Dakar, has swung 
into line with the United Nations constitutes 
a gain for our side in the world conflict almost 
as strategically important as the taking of the 
African coast of the Meditcrranean. 

The port of Dakar is approximately 1,100 
miles from the coast of Brazil. That is the 
shortest distance across the Atlantic between 


any two points. With Dakar in ou~ hands, the ©

Furthermore it provides a short cut for war 
supplies and equipment which must be carried 
by surface vessels.

Of Course, He’s Under Arrest 


The Berlin radio is at great pains to deny | 


that -Marshal Petain has been arrested. AS 
excuse for their denial, they impute the charge 
to the Cairo radio. But no such broadcast from 
Cairo has been heard in any of the listening 
stations of the United Nations. It looks like 
one more of those German tricks of alleging 
something that never occurred, solely that 
they may make the denial they, are anxious 


to put out. 

As a matter of fact, Marshal Petain is under 
German arrest. He may not be behind bars, 
he may not be in any concentration camp. But 
he is, nevertheless under very effective arrest, 
just <s is every Frencnman in European France 
today. With German forces occupying all of 
France, the entire country becomes one vast 
prison, with German troops as prison guards 
and wit: the unfortunate captives unable to 
voice a single thought which their captors do 
not approve. 

It is pitiful fate for the country whose 
motto, “Liberty, Equality, rraternity,” was once 
a living fact, for the country whose son, Vol- 
taire, did so much to inspire men who fought 
for freedom on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The figure of Petain is one of the most piti- 

ful in all the scene of war. A quarter century 
| ago he was an heroic leader of the forces of 
France, in the fight against these same German 
would-be world conquerors. He was a very 
Paladin of freedom and his ringing words at 
Verdun: “They shall not pass,” became the 
clarion call for heroes around the world. 


Today, as he reaches the years of dotage, he 
is but a puppet, respondirg to the strings pull- 
ed from Berlin. A helpless, hopeles« captive, he 
can but say and act according to the orders of 


his masters, those selfsame Germans he once 


defied so heroically. 

The voice of Petain is but the voice of a 
ventriloquist’s dummy, held firmly on the steel- 
hard knee of his master, Hitler. 

Yes, Petain is under arrest. His prison is the 
France that freedom once loved and made her 
own, his captors are the brutes who know

Blindness of Fanaticism 

It is stated that a group of eleven ministers 
of Toccoa have succeeded, so far, in blocking 
a move to open the motion picture houses of 
that city o2 Sunday afternoons, in order that 
several thcusand trainees in t*e Army -Para- 
chute Corps, stationed there, may find innocu- 
ous relaxation and amusement on the only day 
in the week when they are not occupied with 
their training regimen, These men work night 
and day, six days a week, and it was thought 
advisable to permit them to attlend the movies 
on the afternoon of the seventh day. 


But the eleven ministers have said no, and 
so far they have been able to make that no 
stick. They simply are opposed to the opening 
of places of commercial entertainment on Sun- 
day. That is all. 


Last Sunday the theaters were open, but 
for soldiers only. The boys in uniform could 
attend, but could not take their girl friends, 
their dates, in with them. Which meant that 
the opening of the theaters amounted to noth- 
ing at all, save for the few soldiers who couldn't. 
rate a “date” at the time. 


Leader of the ministerial band is Dr. R. A. 
Forrest, of the Toccoa Falls Institute. He states 
that Sunday movies are a violation of the state 
law, and “I'll stave it off 2s long as I can.” 

The worthy doctor adds the hope he will 
not be misunderstood. It is difficult to see how 
he could be. 

His reference to state law may be technical- 
ly correct, bu. he overlooks the fact that he is, 
in no sense, charged with the enforcement of 
man’s law. As a minister of the gospel, it is 
God's law with which he -hould be solely con- 
cerned. 

Furthermore it must be remembered that 
attendance at a good movie showing—and the 
board of censorship sees there are no “bad” 
movies, in the moral sense, shown anywhere— 
is a perfectly innocuous form of amusement for 
Sunday afternoon or any other time. It is, in 
fact, harmless when compared with many other 
activities ‘ which young men, and women, with 
idle time on their hands, are apt to resort. 

Dr. Forrest and his confreres should, as a 
matter of fact, carry uneasy consciences every 
Sunday there are no movies in Toccoa, because 
of their efforts. For, for every thing done in 
Toccoa and its surrounding area that involves 
legal or moral turpitude, on a Sunday after- 
noon or evening, these men cannot fail to think, 
“if I had only permitted the opening of the 
movie houses, these young people might well 
have been innocent members of an audience, 
instead of what they have become.”

MEXICO HELPS ; 
(From The Pickens County Progress.) 

In about three months Mexican engineers 
built a bridge a half mile long across the 
Suchiate river between Mexico and Guatemala. 
It opens an all-rail route from the United States 
to Guatemala and El Salvador, or almost to the 
Panama Canal, and has a road connection to 
Honduras. Over it the.tropical products of Cen- 
tral America will travel to the berder of the 
United States in four days’ time. In an emer- 
gency it would be possible to send troops most 
of the way to the canal over this route.- The 
Central American countries produce some rubber 
and coffee, but not enough to affect our supply. 
The Mexicans built the bridge as a war measure 
and combined all the railroad resources of their 
country to do so. It is no engineering beauty, 
but speed was what the builders wanted, and 
they finished ahead of schedule. Our Latin- 
American Allies are giving us some valuable help 
and Uncle Sam will remember it when peace 


comes again. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
JAPS ARE LEARNING WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—For the 


first time since Pearl Harbor, the 
wily little Japs are showing signs of losing some of their cockiness. 
One evidence of this is found in the Tokyo communique on the 
latest Solomons battle in which the Japs, while still shouting their 
customary claims of victory, admitted that we 
had done considerable damage to their fleet. 
It marks a striking departure from their atti- 
tude at the time of our great Midway victory, 
which, they claimed, resulted in the annihila- 

tion of the American fleet. , 

Other evidence on the score is the shake-up 
in the Japanese naval command that followed 
the Solomons engagement and the conference 
called immediately thereafter by Emperor 
Hirohito of the Jap war council. 

These and other developments which: need 
not be enumerated add up to a new state of 
jitters heretofore unobserved in Tokyo, unless 
it was jmmediately following the Doolittle raid. 
The Japanese war lords, it seems, have finally 
been confronted with the shocking realization 
that they not only can lose the war, but prob- 
ably will, 

Three important developments in the war 
situation have cOmbined to shake the confidence of the Japs, as 
indeed they would be expected to. The most recent was the latest 
trouncing we gave them in the Solomons, where we sank 30 of their 
ships, including possibly two of their big battlewagons. Before that 
they received a severe jolt when the Ameri¢ans moved into French 
North Africa off the heels of the disastrous beating the British gave 
Rommel’s forces in Egypt. Finally, there is the cold reality of 
winter’s arrival with the Germans still on the outskirts of Stalmm- 
grad, which gives assurance of Russia’s continued position in the 
war. 


PROMISES THAT FAILED When the Japs were persuaded 


to launch their attack in the 
Pacific, they were assured by Hitler that Russia would be knocked 
out of the war before the end of 1941. The assault on Pearl Harbor 
was supposed to have been timed with the fall of Moscow. After 
that, the Germans were supposed tp sweep on through the Middle 
East for a junction with the Japs in India. 

It was a part of the plan that the Germans would take Suez 
as a side show in their move toward India. That would have made 
it easy for them to occupy the whole of North Africa, since the 
British at that time had only negligible forces in Egypt. The suc- 
cessful execution of that ambitious program would have left the 
Axis, in complete control of the whole of Europe, Asia, and such 
sections of Africa as fitted into their scheme. 


THEN, AMERICA The next move called for an assault on 
South America across;ithe narrow waters 
of the South Atlantic between the African hump and Brazil. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt several times has referred to the conclusive evidence 
of their intentions on this point. The coup was to be aided by Nazi- 
inspired revolutions in several of the Latin-American republics. 
Against such, a force only the United States and Britain would 
have been left. Our own preparations for meeting the test were 
such that the outlook was exceedingly dark for the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations. Had Russia fallen according to Hitler’s time 
table there is no assurance that Britain would have been able to 
stand alone before we could come to her aid. An all-out assault on 
England might have followed the Soviet collapse. 
That was the picture and undoubtedly the plan of the Axis at 
the time the Japs delivered their treacherous blow on Pear! Harbor. 


WHY PLAN FAILED The plan failed when Hitler found him- 


self unable to deliver his part of the 
commitments for knocking out the Russians. It will go down as 
one of the great ironies of history that the Russians finally turned 
on the Germans and forced them to retreat at the very moment 
Hitler had scheduled his greatest triumph—the entry into Moscow 
and the opening of hostilities in the Pacific. 

Now there is no longer any doubt as to the ability of the Rus- 
sians to remain a potent force in the war. They may yet prove to 
be the most powerful factor. And the promised Nazi victory has 
been held up long enough for our great potential strength to be 
organized. It has now been brought into play and is being felt for 
the first time on the African coast. 

The Japanese war lords are not so dumb that they do not under- 
stand the implications of all of this. What has happened around 
Stalingrad, in North Africa and in the Solomons is the hand- 
writing on the wall. They must know now that Germany cannot 
win, and they certainly are not egotists enough to believe that they 
could stand against the combined forces of the United Nations, once 
the Nazis are stricken down. 


NOT SO SOFT As to the conception they had of our own 
fighting ability, they also now have enough 
experience to disabuse their mindg of the poppycock talk engaged 
in by their leaders that we were pushovers. America had grown 
soft from too much luxury, the Japanese people were led to believe. 
Well, whether the people have been informed or not, Premier 
Tojo certainly knows the caliber of fighting men his forces have 
gone up against whenever we came to grips with them. He knows, 
too, that we have sunk some 370-odd of their ships, including more 
than 100 war vessels, and that in doing so we have lost only 85 
of our own, of which less than 50 have been warships. 
Likewise, he is informed on the superiorigy of our air forces, 
reflected in the fact that we have knocked down more than two 
of their planes to every one of our own we have lost. 


TOKYO GLOOM The accumulated weight of these develop- 


ments has cast a gloom over Tokyo that is 
beginning to break through the tightly veiled verbiage of official 
communiques. By admitting to their people that the American 
fleet, which had been previously announced as annihilated, was 
still able to inflict severe damage to their navy, the Jap war lords 
may be laying the groundwork for the inevitable worse news that

Forty-eight attorneys general of the United 
States are meeting here in Annual discussion. 
Without exception they crowded around Ellis 
Arnall, the governor-elect of Georgia, here as 
its attorney general, and wanted to know about 
the election. 

The attorney general from Mississippi joined 
with the legal representative from Vermont in 
saying their newspapers printed almost as much 
on that election as on their own campaigns, 

I had known, from the more than 300 let- 
ters sent in by Georgia soldiers in Australia 
and England, that there was interest among our 

own people. I had known, too, that Georgia's 
fight for self-government was of national interest. But never had 
I realized that the Georgia primary held such compelling interest 
for all the nation. 

It is a humbling sort of experience, really, and a frightening 
one. It is humbling to realize how-fervently the people wanted 
Georgia to do the right thing at a time when the young men were 
going forth to war. And it is frightening to think that far-flung 
reverberations, and what encouragement to others of the same per- 
suasion might have resulted, had Georgia not done the tight thing. 


Georgia has a great responsibility to do everything possible to 
assist Ellis Arnall in meeting the expectations of our own state and 
of the other states when he becomes Governor in January. He

POPULAR FIGURE It so happens that the paths of this corre-

They didn’t 
learn to like the cootie, but they became reconciled to it. It 
couldn't be escaped and therefore had to be endured. 


~ That is the whole secret of mental adjustment to environment. 
Those who can’t or won’t reconcile themselves to the inevitable 
either have “nervous breakdowms” or become chronic and em-é 
bittered whiners. They get little sympathy from others who have 
to endure the same thing and do it like good sports. 

The mental attitude is all-important. And hardship or priva- 
tion is endurable—any situation that seems unfair or humiliating 
can be borne—if you reconcile yourself to it and say: “It can't 
be helped, so I'll make the best of it.” If this were not true, every 
man imprisoned for life would go “stir crazy.”

testifying yesterday at the trial 


of the former executive in Fulton superior court. 


The bill was $10.90 payable to 
the Central Garden Florists of 
AL igusta and the flowers were for 
Mrs. Isaac Peebles. 

Thrasher stated that Rivers in 
1936 was speaker of the house and 
that it was customary for the state 
to pay such bills. He said that at 
that time he was assistant auditor. 

The trial of Rivers got under 
way as Judge Virlyn B. Moore 
denied a motion for continuance 
on the ground that many defense 
witnesses were inaccessible at dis- 
tant Army and Navy posts. A 
jury was selected without much 
trouble and then Special, Prosecu- 
tor James A. Branch outlined the 
states case charging the former 
governor with embezzlement of ap- 
proximately $66,000 in state funds. 

Branch told the jury that the

1 have just seen a demonstration 


of the miracie that is Krown as 
“the Kenny method.” It is this 
treatment which will give children 
es chance to escape the crippling 
effects of intantile paralysis and |!

As you probably know, the 
method was originated by Eliza- 
beth Kenny, the courageous Aus- 
tralian nurse. She is now in Min- 
neapolis training doctors, nurses 
and physio-therapists from every 
of our country. 
xew treatment, the plas- 
ler cast is a thing of the past. The 
patient has a special bed, with 
boafds lengthwise under the mat- 
tress and another board at the 
foot of the bed. While the pain is 
acute, hot applications are given 
every two hours And sometimes 
ever more frequently. 

The packs are made of old 
woolen blankets or other woolen 
cloth, dipped into boiling water 
and then put through a very iight 
wringer, twice. The heat tends to 
relax the muscles that are in 
spasm and to alleviate the pain. 

No massage is given. But as 
soon as the patient is ready. for 
it, passive exercise is begun and 
later active exercise. As explained 
by Dr. Don Gudakunst, medical 
director for the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, which 
is financing Miss Kenny’s work, 
there is no attempt to build up 
strength. The purpose of the exer- 
cise is to prevent loss of muscular 
balance and co-ordination in so far 
as possible. The patient does not 
forget hov. to use his muscles. 

When | tell you that it takes a 
physio-therapist two months to 
learn what exercises to give and 
when to give them, you can under- 
stand that the treatment .is not 
simple 

Mild stimulation of the muscles 
may begin as early as the second 
or third day. At that time the 
range of movement is extremely 

ted, but it is enough to help 
the patient retai.: mental contact 
with those particular muscle 
groups. He is expected to co- 
operate in these simple exercises, 
but to keep them relaxed. One of 
the first exercises consists in press- 
ing the feet flat against the board 
attached to the foot of the bed. As 
he improves, the range of the pas- 
sive exercises is increased and he 
progresses into mild active exer- 
rise. 

Remembering how to use the 
muscles is the key to the patient's 
recovery. I had infantile paraly- 
tig when I was a little girl, but, 
fortunately, there were five chil- 
dren in our family and nobody had 
time to do much waiting on me. I 
had to get up and about and keep 
om using my muscles. I know that 
is what kept me from being a crip- 
ple. But my case wasn’t very se- 
vere. Not every child could do 
that.

He came 
through unscratched and with a 
boundless pride in Uncle Sam’s 
Navy, especially the gallant cruis- 
er Boise. 

“We went in to draw the fire 
from the Japs while the other 
cruisers blasted away at them, but 
it turned out that the Boise got 
six ships and the others got only 
three,” he wrote. “She also got 
nine shell holes in her and lost 
104 men and three officers

State Milk Production Gain 
Urged by Dairy Specialist 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 24.—Declar- 
ing that it necessary to bring 
into the state thousands of gallons 
of milk and products, H. B. Hen- 
derson, head of the dairy depart- 
ment of the University of Georgia, 
today issued a call for more milk 
to be produced in Georgia. 

“Farmers of Georgia now have 
an opportunity to aid in the war 
effort and at the same time add 
@ profitable enterprise to their 
farm operation,” Henderson said. | 
"A recent estimate by Georgia 
dairymen disclosed that there is a | 
shortage of fluid milk in the state 
of some 10,000 gallons per day. 
This amount of milk would have | 
& value of upwards of $1,000,000 
per year, or about $3,000 per day. 
In addition to this. shortage of 
fluid milk, it is necessary to bring 
into the state thousands of gal- 
jons of milk each month in the 
form of butter, cheese, evaporated | 
milk and condensed and powdered | 
milk for ice cream. No estimate is 
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available as to the value of these 
products, but it would assuredly 
be an enormous amount. 


“This milk could be produced in 
Georgia. It would not only add 
greatly to the income of the farm- 
ers of the state, but would also 
aid in building up the soil and 1m- 
proving the cropping system of 
many farms. This increased pro- 
duction can be brought about by 
establishing new herds through 
importation of cows from other 
sections of the country, enlarging 
the present herds through the pur- 
chase of additional cows and by 
raising additional heifers, increas- 
ing production of the present cows 
by improved feeding, and improv- 
ing the production of future gen- 
erations by improved breeding. 


‘*This increased production 
should, of course,” he said, “come 
es the result of proper planning 
on the part of the farmers and 
farm leaders. Immediate increase 
in production could come only 
from the importation of additional 
cows and from improved feeding. 
The targe proportion of this in- 
crease should, of course, come 
from the latter, since cows are in 
great demand and are needed in 
all sections of the country.” 

The entire production and feed- 
ing and grazing program should 
be planned with great care in or- 
der to be sure that sufficient feed 
will be available at all seasons of 
the year, Henderson points out. 
“The most economical milk pro- 
duction comes from feeding of 
roughage. Because of the long 
growing season in Georgia special 
attention should be paid to the 
planning of the pasture program. 
By proper utilization of such pas- 
ture crops as Dallis, carpet and 
Bermuda grasses, Lespedeza, white 
clover. smal) grains, Austrian peas, 
vetch, cowpeas, soybeans, kudzu, 
crimson clover, alfalfa and others, 
ample grazing can bé had through- 
out practically all the year. 


“It is suggested that every 
farmer study and put into practice 
en his farm the recommendations 
of the Agricultural Extension 
Service as outlined in Bulletin 457, 
‘Pastures for Georgia.’

Renegotiation 


Is Urged for 


Ship Company 


Senate Group Defends 
Failure of Firm To 
Speed Output. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(#)— 
A senate investigating committee 
tonight recommended that the 
Maritime Commission renegotiate 
its contract with the South Port- 
land (Maine) Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration “in the light of present 
circumstances” but defended the 
yard’s failure to produce cargo 
ships as fast as expected. 

The construction delays, the 
committee said, “stem in substan- 
tial measure from the attempt to 
build ships before the facilities 
were completed and from the dif- 
ficulty in obtaining sufficient su- 
pervisors and skilled workmen.” 

Replacement Sought. 

The committee in its report also 
called for the “immediate replace- 
ment of Frank Wall, Maritime | 
Commission representative at 
South Portland, declaring he “is 


not a proper or competent repre- | 


sentative of the Maritime Com- 
mission in the construction and 
‘maintenance of a plant in which 
the government will have an in- 
vestment of more than 19 million 
dollars.” 

Earlier the House Merchant Ma- 
rine Committee in a report filed 
with the house recommended 
termination of the S uth Portland 
yard’s contract on grounds of “in- 
com-etence, inefficiency and ob- 
vious inability to perform its con- 
tract duties.” 

Curb on Profits. 

In still another report, the house 
committee urged the Maritime 
Commission to “tighten up” its 
standard contract form to prevent 
any “exorbitant” profits in the na- 
tion’s shipbuilding progren in| 
general. This report was drafted 
by a subcommittee headed by Rep- 
resentative Peterson, Democrat, of 
Florida. 
named primarily to investigate cir- | 
cumstances surrounding cancella- 
tion of the commission contract 
with the Higgins Corporation, of 
New Orleans, for construction of 
200 Liberty ships, but it went into 
other matters as well. 

The committee found that while 
the cancellation of the Higgins 
contract was regrettable, it was 
justified by shortage of steel and 
the fact that other yards already | 
in existence could produce all the, 
ships on the Maritime Commis- 
sion program. 

Truman Defense. 

The report defending the South 
Portiand yard was made by a sub- 
committee of the Senate Defense 
Investigating Committee headed 
by Senator Truman, Democrat, of 
Missouri. The report “said the 
original plan to build 16 ships on 
four ways at the yard had been 
revised to 51 ships to be <on-

Earlier, the committee heard Pe- 
| troleum Co-ordinator Harold L. 
Ickes disclose plans for construc- 
tion of a new pipeline to carry 
200,000 barrels of oil daily from 
the southwest into the fuel-starved | 
Atlantic Seaboard. 

Present Stockpile. 

Both Jeffers and one of his 
aides, L. D. Tompkins, warned that 
the present stockpile of crude rub- 
ber would reach the danger point 
next year, but foresaw brighter 
prospects for 1944 when Tompkins 
estimated production of all types 
of synthetic rubber would reach 
800,000 tons, 200,000 above normal 
peacetime needs. 

The blunt-spoken Jeffers con- 
ceded that there were ample sup- 
plies of gasoline in states outside 
the east; but added: 

“Obviously, a car will burn up 
as much rubber in Oklahoma, for 
example, as it will in Maine.” 


“Our Problem.” 

“Our problem is to keep the cars 
running,” he said. “When a car 
comes off the road, obviously some 
other form of transportation must 
take its place.” 

He repeated a previous asser- 
tion that an organized campaign 
of opposition to nationwide ration- 
‘ing was “being financed by peo- 
ple who ought to know better.” 
Without identifying the source of 
the campaign, he told the commit- 
tee “who they are I leave to some- 
one else to judge.” He was not, he 
‘added, referring to congressional 
opposition. 

Jeffers laid before the commit- 
tee samples of hundreds of post- 
cards and letters he said he had 
‘received opposing rationing, and 
noted that they bore striking sim- 
ilarity. Typical of the signers, he 
said, were such names as “defense 
worker,” and “employe of U. S. 
post office.” 

Received Threats. 


He had even received threats 
that some workers “would not re- 
port for duty” if rationing were 
extended, he declared, but added 
'he knew the sentiments were not 
those of working men. 

“When they understand the 
story” the people will not object 
to rationing, he said. 

Jeffers assured the committee 
that farmers would receive ade- 
quate supplies of gasoline to con- 
tinue their operations, asserting 
“the farmer is just as important 
to the war effort as the war work- 
er.” 

Representative Brown, Repub- 
bose Ohio, related that an Ohio 
farmer. when applying for gaso- 
‘line to operate his truck, had been 
asked by the county war board “if 
he belonged to the AAA or if he 
believed in it.” 

“I want to know whether that 
makes any difference,” Brown 
said, directing his remarks to Jef- 
fers. °

New Pipeline. 

“That doesn’t have anything to 
do with it,” the rubber admin- 
istrator replied, and “what I might 
say about that wouldn’t be fit to 
put in the record.” 

He added that specific instruc- 
tions he had given to Price Ad- 
ministrator Leon Henderson and 
Defense Transportation Director 
Joseph B. Eastman “were adequate 
to cover a situation like that.” 

Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes 
told the committee that he had 
asked authority to construct a new

Extending it to New Jersey will 
take until next June, however, he 
added, but may be delayed by a

The proposed new line, Ickes 
said, would be 20 inches in diam- 
eter and would carry refined pe- 
troleum products. Its southwest- 
ern terminus, he added, has not 
definitely been established. 

The petroleum co-ordinator com- 
plained that delays had been en- 
countered in finishing the 24-inch 
Texas-Illinois pipelines because 
skilled labor has “been kidnaped 
by Mr. Kaiser (Henry J. Kaiser, 
west coas* shipbuilder) to build 
ships up northwest.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt’s request for 
broad new wartime powers to sus- 
pend tariff and immigration reg- 
ulations encountered fresh diliffi- 
culties today in the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, conceded after a 
day-long executive session that 
“there is a considerable diver- 
gence of opinion among the mem- 
bers on what we should do, and 
how should do it.” 

He called another session for to- 
morrow, as a demand developed 
among some members for a bill in 
greater detail, spelling out speci- 
fically just what new authority 
would be given. the President. 

“Chaotic” Differences. 

Representative Woodruff, Re- 
publican, Michigan, described the 
differences among the committee 


members which developed during 


the day as “chaotic,” and offered | 


this prediction: 
“Unless the bill is written so 
plainly that the department heads 


will not be able tc exceed the au- | 


thority which they are request-|

In his message to congress re- 
questing the bill, President Roose- 
velt askei for the right to permit 
the free entry and egress of per- 
sons, material and information 
through suspension of the normal 
barriers when he deemed such ac- 
tion necessary to the war effort.

Francis Biddle has 
cited several peacetime statutes 
which, he said were slowing up 
the prosecution of the war. For 
example, he referred to one reg- 
ulation requiring immigration au- 
thorities to inspect officials o7 Al- 
lied nations flown here on con- 
fidential war missions.

Dr. Stephen S. Wise, chairman of 
the World Jewish Congress, said 
tonight that he had _ learned 
through sources confirmed by the 


State Department that approxi- 
mately half the esimated 4,000,000

Dr. Wise, who also is president | 


of the American Jewish Congress 
and chairman of a committee com- | 
posed of representatives of leading | 
Jewish organizations in America, 
said these sources also disclosed: 

1. That Hitler has ordered the 
extermination of all Jews in Nazi- 
ruled Europe in 1942. 

2. That the Jewish population of 
Warsaw, Poland, already has been 
reduced from. 500,000 to about 
100,000 Jews. 

3. That when chief Nazis speak 
of “exterminating” Jews in Poland, 
they speak of “four-fifths of the 
Jewish population in Hitler-ruled 
Europe,” since that percentage 
either now is in Poland or en route 
there under a Nazi grouping plan. 


Bodies Reclaimed. 


4. That Nazis have established 
a price of 50 reichsmarks for each 
corpse—mostly Jewish, Dr. Wise 
indicated — and are reclaiming 
bodies of slain civilians to be 
“processed into such war-vital 
commodities as soap fats and fer- 
tilizer.”’ 

“He (Hitler) is even exhuming 
the dead for the value of the 
corpses,” Dr. Wise said during a 
press conference shortly after

Stressing that State Department 
confirmation of both sources and 
rumors from Europe had come at 
the request of the Jewish commit- 
tee, Dr. Wise said that the com- 
mittee had deliberately awaited 
such confirmation before making 
public any report on its investiga- 
tions since it was organized last 
Labor day. 

State Department finally 
made available today the docu- 
ments which have confirmed the 
stories and rumors of Jewish ex- 
termination in all Hitler-ruled Eu- 
rope,” he said.
